If our medical journals voro to nn- 


lioiince. Uio .stpnd^y-'. approach; to this 
coTintry— s a '

ady, wliioli if onco OHtnljlUhed among 
U3 would certainly kill half n million of 
our citizens- -every your a:id ultimately 
carry off onp in every lh-o uf the eiitiro 
population, it is sul'u to presumo that 
tho anuouiiuement would not be calmly 
received. As one man, physicians not 
loss strenuously than hiymsn, vfo should 
doniand 4ho- niost-'^igoi-cftls-kinarnntino 
agaiast tho infected country. 
No effort 


would bo accounted too heroic, no pre- 
caution too costly, to shield our country 
from so disastrous1 un invasion: Aiid-if 
there were any doubt as' to the specific 
nature of the threaieaVliplagiio or-of the- 
mode of its 'A'ansmissiou or inception, 
neither our medical and sanitary socie- 
ties nor tho Government would rest un- 
til competent commissions were sent to 
investigate the matter. It would bo ac- 
counted _ criminal indifference on 
the 


P'y'JLQf.-PiediQaL-an.d sanitary authorities 
to neglect to inaku a concerted and per- 
sistent effort to discover the causes and 
conditions of tho plague, and how to 
protect the community from its ravages 
or to cure its victinis-whou attacked. 


Would the urgency of tho case bo 


diminished in any respect by tho cir- 
cumstance that' tho supposed invasion 
had already becorno a 
fact accom- 


plished ?

At first thought, any one >Avoulcl re- 


ply : Net in the least ; rather on tho 
contrary ; for tho evil in tho latter case 
would be actual, not threatened merely, 
and the loss or saving of half a million 
lives -n year is a matter of the gravest 
national importance.- Yei-ifc is a singular 
.fact that, while we should bo thrown into 
a panic if. half a million lives were 
threatened with a new disease, we ac- 
cept as inevitable, almost with- indiffer- 
ence, tlio.certain killing of that number of 
people every year _by an old and.f amiluir 
malady/" And our medical authorities 
toll us, without a twinge of professional 
pride, thni they really do not know pos- 
itively how consumption is induced and 
transmitted, or whether it is communi- 
cable from the sick to tho well or not ; 
and, worse yet, they confess without 
blushing that they do" not contemplate 
any special or general effort to have 
such momentous questions critically in- 
vestigated ! 


"When half a million, of discontented 


natives of Europo 'throng to ouc shores 
in a single year we do not fail to appro- 
ciate-tUe -importan-co1 of- tho'gninvbotliv 
immediate and prospective. 
When a 


larger number of our own citizens aro 
cut off untimely by- a- disease which, 
while it destroys .them, transmits a leg- 
acy of sickness and too often e/irly death 
to their descendants, ._ wo mourn our in- 
dividual losses; bht make no adequate 
effort to put an end to tho national loss 
by urging or aiding tho scientific deter- 
mination of its conditions, causes and 
remedies. . -Already one in every live of 
our population dies- of consumption, and 
tho indioations- aro that the conditions of 
our civilization tend to increase the death 
rate from. this cause. 
If- -the disease is 


infectious, as many believe; tho'ffiulti- 
plioation o_f cases may 'sooner or Inter 
roach a point— if "its1 progress "is tin- 
checked — at'wliiclra purpottiation of our 
race and tho civilization developed Tjy'it 
will become 'impossible.' Other 'races 
and civilizations have disappeared, leav- 
ing no explanation 'of the secret of their 
decline.' 
Others, we. have i'goocl reasons 


for beliu'ving,, have 'b'oeii exterminated . 
by plagues peculiar to them, developed, 
in all probability, by something. peculiar 
to their modes of living. 


That there -is any imminent danger of 


so disastrous a result to our race and civ- 
ilization from the increase of consump- 
tion, no ono but an -alarmist -would sup- 
pose; still it remains an impending pos- 
sibility, more •especially if 'there is any 
error in tho common belief. that the .dis- . 
ease is not contagious or infectious, — 
tleicntijic- American,- - • 
.........

Till wiUtin-the past few years little 


anxiety has been felt in any part of the 
country about the supply of corn. There 
was a genera"! impression that it could 
be raised with considerable profit in 
in nearly every State and territory. 
In 


most of the States enough was raised to 
supply the local demand. 
In some 


statej it was a leading crop, and it was 
tjhat its profitable production co'n'id be 
greatly extended in others, where the 
attention of farmers was mainly devoted 
to the growing or' cotton, tobacco, and 
tho small grains. There was scarcely 
any demand for it for exportation, arid 
its employment for making glucose and 
starch was hot known. It was used to 
a considerable extent as food for human 
beings, and w.as very generally employ- 
ed for fattening hogs in sections whore 
it was extensively grown. 
Itwas rarefy 


fed to other horses than those engaged 
ir. work on the farm, aud was still'more 
.rarely fed to cows. There was no fresh 
beef or mutton sent abroad, and • there 
was only a limited demand for highly 
fattened meat at home. 
As a conse- 


quence, sheep and steers were gener- 
ally fattened on grass, with the -aid of a 
.few roots. In most of the Western- States- 
corn was a drug in tho markets. 
With 


poor facilities for transportation, com- 
paratively little of it was sent to Eas- 
tern cil-ios.- .Corn was often so cheap' 
and plenty that it was burned for fuel.' 
Farmers preferred to raise small grains 
for the-market,-for the reasons-that 
their price was higher and ,they would 
stand transportation better. 
In parts 


of the country where corn was very pro- 
ductive it was. generally thought 
that 


the business .of raising it was greatly 
overdone. 


A short time has been sufiicieut to 


produce great changes in relation to 
corn. 
Its uses have multiplied and 


increased, it is now employed to make 
starch and glucose, as well as to make 
alcohol, whisky, highwines and vinegar. 
Considerable quantities of it are con- 
verted into malt. 
In all tho great dairy 


districts it is extensively employed for 
feeding milch cows. 
T. here is a grow- 


ing demand for fancy fattened beef and 
mutton for export and home consump- 
tion. 
To fatten steers and sheep as t-lio 


market requires it is found neuc.ssnry to 
feed corn iu large quantities. . Vast 
quantities of it aro now sent to almost 
every country in Ktirope this side of 
Russia for the same purpose. American 
corn is used to feed both beef and dairy 
cattle in Denmark. 
It is also used to 


feo.d the. coach" and dray horses in most 
of the large, cities in Great Britain and 
Franco. 
Now, while the uses for corn 


.have increased and multiplied in a most 
remarkable manner, its cultivation has 
not extended in any considerable extent 
into.any new- sections- -of --the country,- 
and has not greatly increased in"foreign 
countries. 
The entire country from 


1'uget Sound to the Gulf of California is 
opened up-to-hotUement, but no corn is- 
raised except in a very few. favored 
localities. 
Dakota and Montana arc 


fast being peopled with farmers, yet 
scarcely any corn is or can be prod-uced-- 
there. 
Few of what are called the new 


States and Territories produce much 
corn. 
They are. deficient in warmth or 


moisture, or in both. 
Corn was never 


a profitable crop to raise in tho Soulher-ii 
States, and 
as 
the soil 
becomes 


exhausted of its fertility its production 
becomes still more difficult. 
People 


have finally become convinced that the.. 
extent 
of country 
adapted- 
-to 
tho 


profitable production of corn is quite 
limited. 
It is embraced in a striji of 


country about two hundred miles wide, 
and terminating about a hundred miles 
west of tho Missouri River. 


If the'amount"of corn in thu"country" 


is to be largely increased it must lie done 
by improved methods of cultivation ..ir; 
the places whore it succeeds boat. Much 
of tho land in the Western States that is 
capablo..of . pcoilucing tho largest crops 
of corn is in no condition "to do so dur- 
ing seasons as wet as the present one. 
It is covered with water in the early 
spring, and can not be plowed till it is1 
too late to plant without incurring the 
danger of an early frost in I'he fall. 
l>y 


draining it with tiles it can be made to 
produce more corn than any land in the 
country. "It is naturally rich in mineral, 
and organic matter, and its only defect 
is its inability to part with the moisture 
that accumulates during the winter and 
early spring. The drains will not only 
carry off this water, but will extend the 
growing season several weeks. 
lOxneri- 


ments made in the counties of this State 
show that the average yield of corn is 
incroased'Oiio-fourth- by- putting- down 
grain-tile. 
The cultivation of the crop 


Is also rendered more easy and the or- 
dinary risks, are avoided, in ,a .great 
measure. 
Improved methods of pre- 


paring;- the soil, of putting in the- -seed,- 
and of cultivating the growing crop 
will 
do 
much 
toward 
increasing 


production. Generally the farmers of 
Pennsylvania, and others of the Eastern 
Stales produce more corn to tho acre 
than the farmer's' do in the most fertile ' 
of the Western States. "They have a 
much poorer soil, but they prepare it 
better, pay more attention to manuring, 
and employ the hand-hoe in connection 
with i'ne horse-cultivator in working the 
tiolils. It is not only possible but prac- 
tical to produce eighty bushels of corn 
to the acre on much of the land in the 
West where only forty is ordinarily har- 
vested.—Cliicacjo Times. 


Where Sheep lose Their Wool. 


Sheep will lose their wool in the 


second year that they arc on this island; 
No matter where they are brought from, 
they will become as woolless as goats. 
Lambs dropped here will retain wool 
just about the "sanVO length of. tirho, 
when their woolly coats become nothing 
else but a soft, short hair, like in eyery 
respect'£6 Chat of a goat." We Icne'w be- 
fore that there were woolless sheep, but 
did not think .that.. an importation . of 
anv kind to a .strictly tropic clime would 
result as above.—AT;:y

Thus far the Boiohstag has abso- 


lutely refused to vote tho necessary 
money for the new academy.
